A _ New Professor. 


I see that Dr. F. C. Purser has been 
appointed to the King’s Professorship of 
Medicine in Dublin University, which has 
been vacant since the death of the late 
Sir James Craig. Dr. Purser, who is a 
distinguished .neurologist, was the only 
person nominated for the post; but, if he 
had not gone forward, there would have 
been an interesting contest. At one time 
it was doubtful whether or not Dr. 
Purser would accept the chair, and several 
of the younger men were well in the 
running. As soon as they knew that Dr. 
Purser was standing, however, they’ all 
retired from the field—a graceful compli- 
ment to an eminent physician. Dr. 
Purser is a member of the well-known 
Trinity family which has given so many 
distinguished citizens to Dublin. Pos- 
sibly the best known of them was the late 
Dr. Lowis Claude Purser, who was one of 
the finest Latin scholars in these islands. 
Miss Sarah Purser is an artist of some 
distinction, and another member of the 
family, Miss Olive Purser, recently was 
elected to the University Council. The 
Purser familv, like the Grifiths and the 
Geoghegans, their kinsfolk, are members 
of the Moravian congregation in Dublin. 


Invaders from “Derry. 


The unprecedented occurrence last week, 
when the Derry fire brigade invaded 
County Donegal, provokes a friend who 
has been much worried by border Customs 
formalities to suggest some pertinent 
questions which he thinks should be put 
to Mr. MacEntee as soon as the Dail re- 
assembles. He wants to know—Was the 
full Customs deposit paid by the captain 
of the brigade? Were the usual forms 
setting out sizes and ages of tyres. 
quantity of petrol in tank, engine number, 
etc., etc., duly filled up? Also he wants 
to know is it quite certain that the brigade 
equipage was allowed back home? Such 
questions, I fear, might be very embar- 
rassing. Just imagine Mr. MacEntee’s 
predicament if he failed to satisfy the 
patriotic cunosity of some deputy who 
may harbour the suspicion that the whole 
thing was a trick—and that Derry’s fire- 
fighters and their untaxed machinery are 
still quietly a gy RN iy in 
Saorstat Fireann. The thought is too 
dreadful. I hope my friend will not press 
the matter any further this time. If it 
happens again, I shall certainly give him 
all possible help in his efforts to unsarth 
the full facts. 


A National Fire Brigade. 


The subject of fire-fighting reminds me 
that official efforts are now being made in 
England to supersede local “ brigadés ” 
in favour of a country-wide organisation. 
The movement, I gather, arose from the 
lailures of local units to save several 
country houses in their districts from 
total destruction. In Ireland similarly 
disastrous results have been by no means 
infrequent. One such recent experience 
led to the suggestion that fire-fighting 
should be made a branch of the activities 
of the Civic Guard, which—by contrast 
with England, where independent local 
police forces are the order of the day—has 
direct central control of outposts in every 
town and village through even the most 
remote parts of the country. The idea 


seems to be well worth discussion—even if | 


it leaves a loophole through which the 
Derry Brigade may again be invited to 
invade the sacred soil of Tirconaill. 


‘Parking Places. 


Dublin’s many cyclists will be grateful 
to Mr. Cussen for his remarks in the 
District Court on parking places some 
days ago. This must be one of the most 
dangerous cities in Europe for the humbler 
pusher of a bicycle. The worst feature of 
the city’s traffic from his point of view 
is that motor cars are allowed to park on 
both sides of several streets, and. if he is 
sufficiently reckless to hazard a ride down 
Grafton street in the afternoon. his 
nerves—if not his limbs—are likely to get 
a severe shaking. Nobody seems to have 
any sympathy with the cyclist, whose name

Even the police 
on point duty, most of whom are thoroughly 
decent fellows, and are cyclists themselves, 
do not appear to think much of the ur- 
happy cyclist. On several occasions when 
I have fallen momentarily foul of one of 
these giants he has looked at me in a 
pitying way as if to say: ' lí you want 
to make a nuisance of yourself, why don’t 
you buy a car and do it properly ?”’ 

Yet the cyclists of Dublin include 
many quite respectable citizens. First 
and foremost comes Mr, P. 8. O’ Hegarty, 
who has made himself almost the patron 
saint of the cyclists. I notice that 
he is off to Cairo to attend the Postal 
Congress, and we shall miss his familiar 
machine from the city streets for a time 
I also have met at least two Fellows of 
Trinity College during the last few days 
pedalling gaily along St. Stephen’s Green. 
and several well-known clergymen of my 
acquaintance may be seen almost any day 
on the wheel. The Law seems to like walk- 
ing. Every dav during term Mr. Justice 
Sullivan, Mr. Justice Hanna, Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan and Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon 
may be seen walking along Nassau street 
in the afternoon. Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon, 
I notice, never by any chance wears an 
overcoat: on one of the coldest days since 
Christmas I saw him striding along 
Merrion square “in his figure.” 


Pedestrians. 


Brinsley Macnamara once described 
himself as ‘‘one of the last of the 
pedestrians,’’ but he was a little too pre- 
vious. Where does he Jeave Sir John 
Moore, whose brisk pace is a reproach to 
the younger generation—and there are 
many others. It is true that the long- 
distance men are dropping gradually out 
—the internal combustion engine is doing 
its work: but even they are still a fairly 
formidable band. I know at least a dozen 
men in Dublin who think little or nothing 
of a twenty-five mile tramp across the 
mountains. Indeed, I have been lured 
into this form of adventure myself on 
more than one occasion, and have 
marvelled at the way in which men of 
fifty years of age are able to stick the 
pace. The pedestrians are a rather stand- 
offish, but interesting, race—and they in- 
clude all sorts and conditions of men. 
One day, a few years ago, I met Professor 
J. M.. O'Sullivan on the slopes of Seehaun, 
and another day last summer I. came 
across Lynn Doyle contemplating nature 
from the cairn on the top of Dijouce. 
Journalists, as a rule, do not take kindly 
to walking. On the whole, they tend to- 
wards laziness; but a young colleague of 
mine relieved me of ten shillings recently, 
when I was rash enough to bet him that 
he would not walk thirty miles in less 
than eight hours—he did it in seven. 


A Distinguished Family. 


The appointment of Captain Irving M. 
Palmer, D.S.C., R.N., to the command 
of H.M.S. Curacoa, brings into the lime- 
light a representative of an Irish family 
which has acquired great distinction in 
the Senior Service. He is a brother of 
Rear-Admiral A. R. Palmer, who was 
until recently Naval Aide-de-Camp to the 
King; and another brother, E. M. Palmer. 
O.B.E., retired in 1927 with the rank of 
captain. All three were mentioned in 
despatches during the Great War. wherein 
Captain I. M. Palmer received his 
Distinguished Service Cross for his services 
in Mesopotamia, where he was in command 
of H.M.S. Comet, and served in the 
advance to Amara. He landed with 
only a small force with which to 
preserve order, “and, accompanied only 
by two men, he _ received the sur- 
render of a hattalion of Turkish officers 
and men. A _ fourth member of the 
family forsook the family tradition and 
entered the Roval Horse Artillery: but, 
like his brethers, Major R. L. Palmer, 
D.S.0., M.C., served throughout the War, 
chiefly on the western front, and was three 
times mentioned in despatches. Like 
another naval-military family of repute— 
the Sandfords—the Palmers ware all old 
bovs of Armagh Rova!] School, where their 
Surgeon J. Mansergh Palmer.

IRELAND.

REVIVAL OF ACTIVITIES. 


(From OUR THEATRE CORRESPONDENT.) 


The Drama Association of Ireland. which 
was founded about fifteen months ago with 
the object of stimulating amateur drama in 
this country, is te hold a meeting of the 
National Council early next month to con- 
sider what steps are to be thken for the 
holding of a National Dramatic Festival 
during the present year. 

This sign of renewed activity is very wel- 
come, for we have heard but little of the 
Association for some. time past, and it 
would be a pity if a body which could do 
very valuahie work should be allowed to lapse. 
The British Drama League, on which the 
Association is modelled, has proved so 
successiul that a similar organisation here 


' should meet with the same reward, It is 


stated, however, that the economic situa- 
tion and various other difficulties have 
materially hindered the progress of the Irish 
Association. Finance is one. of its chief 
concerns, for it appears that there are no 
wealthy Irishmen sufficiently interested in 
the movement to offer assistance on the 
scale which was forthcoming in England and 
other countries, and which would keep the 
Association going until it was in a position 
to pav its way. 

Another factor is the falling-off in amateur 
activities, which has been very noticeable 
this year. This is partly due to the economic 
situation and partly to the weather, for 
the unusually fine summer and winter have 
made it very difficult to get together casts, 
and only a few amateur productions have 
been staged so far. The societies themselves 
have been rather apathetic as regards joining 
the Association, though Dublin, Cork and 
Tipperary are well represented, and local 
festivals which were held last year in these 
three districts proved very successful, 

The Drama Association, it is recognised, 
must make slow progress until such time 
as-its benefits are appreciated, and it is 
hoped to stimulate the necessary interest by 
the holding of festivals in the provinces. 
Upon the success of these, and on the 
standard established, will depend whether 
or not a National Festival will be possible 
this year,

REVISION OF LEGAL 
MAXIMS. 


LORD CHANCELLOR'S 
COMMITTEE. 


The Lord Chancellor has decided to estab- 
lish a Standing Committee to consider how 
far, having regard to the statute law and to 
judicial decisions, such legal maxims and 
doctrines, as the Lord Chancellor may from 
time to time refer to them, require revision 
in modern conditions, He has, in the first 
place, asked the Committee specially to re- 
port as soon as may be upon the following 
matters :— 

1. The doctrine of no contribution between 
tort-feasors—Merryweather v. Nixan, with 
special reference to the remarks of Herschell, 
L.C,, in Palmer v. Wick, and Pulteneytown 
Steam Shipping Co., Ltd., 1894, A.C. 318.

THE PAST IN 


ST. PATRICK’S CATHEDRAL. 
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From a Specia CORRESPONDENT. 


T the west end of the nave and in the 
North Transept of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Dublin, ‘colours of a 

number of Irish regiments, Like many of the 
monuments in the Cathedral, these. colours 
constitute a link with the past; for, apart 
from the northern regiments and the Irish 
Guards, Ireland’s association with the British 
Army ceased with the establishment of the 
Irish Free State. Many Irishmen have since 
chosen the career of a soldier, just as Irish- 
men did in the past, and as Irishmen will 
continue to do in the future, but to the 
majority it must be a matter for regret that 
they cannot join the regiments of their fathers 
or the regiments which possessed territorial 
o; other associations dear to them. 

The Connaught Rangers, the Leinster Regi- 
ment, the Royal Irish Regiment, the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers, and the Munster Fusiliers 
were disbanded in 1922. The breaking up of 
those splendid regiments was almost heart- 
breaking to men who had fought with them, 
whose Fathers had proudly worn their um- 
forms, who regarded “the regiment” as 
scmething that was a part of themselves. 
With the exception of the Munsters, all the 
regiments named had at one time or another 
fieposited colours in St. Patrick’s, and those 
flags, some of them tattered by age or torn 
by bullets, are historic emblems whose sentt- 
mental value will increase with the passing 
years, even if the number of men who have 
served ‘under them or subsequent colours 
steadily becomes smaller. 


OLDEST COLOURS, 


The oldest colours in the Cathedral are at 
the extreme west end of the nave, Some 
of them are said to date to Peninsular War 
days, when England fought with 
Spain against the Napoleonic _ forces. 
There is, indeed, one 
earlier origin in the 
the Liberty Rangers, a regiment of Sag 
raised at the time of the 1798 rebellion from 
the citizens in the Liberties of Dublin. 
Nearby are very old colours of the 86th (Co. 
Down) Regiment, afterwards the Royal Irish 
Rifles, and now the Rovai Ulster Rifles; of 
the 87th, or Royal Irish Fusiliers, which con- 
tinues to exist, although it and the Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers have become virtually 
the one regiment; and of the old 83rd (Co. 
Dublin) Regiment. 

All these flaga were deposited in the 
Cathedral some time after the Peninsular 
campaign. Many of them are bound im net- 
ting in an effort to preserve the material, 
bat they are in various stages of dilapidation 
and in some cases are almost black with age. 


Colours of the Connaught Rangers also | 


hang in the nave. These are supposed 
to be Peninsular colours, but actually they 
are not. Up to the middle of the nineteenth 
century it was the practice for colours on 
retirement to become the property of the 
colonel of the time. In 1858 a Service for 
the laying-up of colours was instituted, and 
from that date it has become the practice 
for old colours to be left in churches and 
cathedrals. From very early times, of 
course, the emblems of men of war had been 
given religious significance. 

Colonels retained their right to possession 
of their regiments’ old colours, if they so de- 
sired it, until 1855, It was not until 1876 
that. the Connaughts for the first time de- 
posited colours, the stand presented in 1854 
being hung in St. Nicholas Church, Galway. 


THE CONNAUGHTS. 


The first colours of the Connaughts were 


presented about 1793-1794. <A second stand 


was presented in 1808. There is no record 
of the fate of these, though a fragment of 
the first stand of colours remains in private 
possession. The colours of the 2nd Batta- 
lion, carried in the period around 1820, were 
cut up and distributed among the officers 
about 1830. The Connaught colours in St. 
Patrick's are a stand presented by Lieu- 
tenant-General Sir William Codringham in 
1857. During their service, Central India 
and South Africa were added to the regi- 
ment’s battle honours. The flags were de- 
posited in 1886. The right-hand bottom 
corner of the. regimental colour is missing, 
having been torn or fallen away. 

It is of interest that the Peninsular colours 
of the Connaughts were not lost. At 
Salamanca they were torn by bullets, even 
the staffs being chipped. Many years after- 
wards they were recovered, and in 1894 they 
were placed in the museum of the Royal 
United Services Institution. 

In 1885 the Connaught Rangers received 


the last stand of colours to be carried by , : 
_of the regiment trom 1898 until his death in 


them in battle. They were under fire in the 
Kaflir War in 1887, and were eventually de- 
posited in St. Patrick Church, Soho, London. 
The mortality of -colour-bearers in the 
Crimean war had been tremendous, and it was 
the last European war in which colours were 
carried. They were. however, borne in 
various wars in Africa for some time after- 
wards, and it is an interesting fact that 
colours were carried in the Russo-Japanese 
war of 1904-5. 

The Connaughts’ last colours weve presented 
in 1911 by His Majesty the King, to whom 
they were returned in 1922 when ihe regiment 
was broken up. 


DUBLIN FUSILIERS. 


Most haar gr im the nave are the colours 
of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, which, as the 
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Madras European Regiment, had existed so 


| long ago as 1644. The ist-and 2nd Battalions — 


of the Dublins sprang from» the same 
source, and came into belay in 1881. As the 


Royal Bombay Regiment they received colours 


from the Duke of Connaught in 1871, and 
these were returned to the Duke in 1911, 
when he presented new colours.  —. 

The colours of the Dublins hanging in St. 
Patrick’s include the flags of the battalions 
which served in the Great War. They were 
deposited after the termination of hostilities. 
A shield in the Cathedral gives a list of their 
battle honours, and another shield te the 
number of the service battalions. These are 
the most modern flags in the building, which 
also houses the Dublin Fusiliers’ colours 
posited after the South African war. 

In a dark corner at the junction of the 
nave and the north transept hang the King’s 
colour and the regimental colour of the 
Leinster Regiment, hung after the fouth 
African War. The regimental flag includes 
as honours Niagara, Central India and South 
Africa. Just a tattered corner of the King's 
colour remains. am 

The King’s colour is, of course, the 
‘national ’’ flag, while the regimental colour 
is a development of the ‘‘ personal”’ flag of 
the colonel borne in the cays of feudal 
armies, the colonel's colour, in its turn, being 
a relict of the baron’s flag. In the early 
days of the standing army some regiments 
had three colours, the pikemen, who fought 
with companies of musketeers on either side, 
having their own flag. When in 1707 pike- 
men were abolished the third flag went out 
of use, but there were regiments which con- 
tinued to carry it. 

George Ll. in 1743 issued a warrant order- 


| ing the discontinuance of third colours, and 


in 1751 the colours to be carried were defined, 
the King’s colour being the ''Great Union ii 


ROYAL IRISH REGIMENT. 


In the north transept of St. Patrick's hang 
a number of flags associated with the Royal 
Irish Regiment, which was one of the oldest 
regiments in the British Army, having toen 
founded by the Earl of Granard in 1 , and 
fighting nine years later at Namur. A 
descendant of the regiment’s founder, the 

resent Earl of Granard, raised the 5th 
Sattalion of the Royal Irish Regiment in 
1914. 

lt is said that the Royal Irish was the 
first regiment in the British Army to bear on 
its colours a battle honour, that: having been 
granted by King William III, Some authori- 
ties, on the other hand, assert that the first 
battle honour to be granted was Emsdorff, in 
1768, to the 15th Light Dragoons (later the 
15th Hussars). Emsdorff, however, was not 
the first campaign to be commemorated, as 
the Queen’s Royal Regiment (West Surrey) 
and the Ist Royal Dragoon Guards included 
Tangier, 1662-80, in their honours, this being 
authorised in 1909. 

Up to 1844 battle honours appeared on both 
King’s and regimental! colour. After that date 
they appeared, with some exceptions, only on 
the regimental colour. but a number of 
honours, includin: the Great War honours in 
certain cases, now aprear on the King’s 
colour. 

The Royal Irish Regiment was presented 
with colours by Lieutenant-General Sir John 
Wilson at Colombo in 1838, and in 1856 these 
were deposited in St. Patrick's Cathedral 
near a stained glass window to the memory 
of the men who fell in the war with Russia. 
While these colours were with the regiment 
it had served in China, 1840-48; in Burma, 
1848-1854; and at the Crimea, 1854-56. A 
shield near the colours, which are torn and 
threadbare, bears the names of those three 
campaigns. | 

New colours were given in 1856 by the Earl 
of Carlisle, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; and 
in 1886 another stand was presented by Lady 
Albertha Edgcumbe at Davenport. ‘Up to 


| 1886 the colours had been consecrated by 


clergymen of the Church of England, but 
in recognition of the fact that many members 
of. the regiment were Roman Catholics the 
1886 colours were consecrated by a priest of 
that denomination. 


LOST IN A FIRE. 


These colours were lost in a fire at Co)- 
chester and were replaced by Lady Wolseley 
in 1891 at the Curragh. In 1 the old 
colours of the second battalion were lodged 
in St. Patrick's, and in 1914, on the outbreak 
of war, the existing colours were sent to the 
dépot at Clonmel. 

Near the colours ot the Royal Irish Regi- 
ment in the north transept are the flags of 
Viscount Wolseley, who was Colonel-in-Chief 


1915. These are Lord Wolseley’s flags as a 
Knight of St. Patrick, a Commander of the 
Bath, and a Commander of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George. They hang above 
his coat of arms. 

In no case does the Cathedral contain the 
last stands of colours of any Irish regiment. 
When the Free State was established it was 
decided to dishand the regiments from

HAROLD'S CROSS. 


FIFTY-FIRST ANNIVERSARY 
OF OPENING, 


To celebrate the fifty-first anniversary of 
its opening a concert was held in the 
Parochial ll, Harold’s Cross, Dublin, last 
night, the programme being contributed by 
artists well known on the Dublin concert 
platform. i 

In a short address, during the interval, the 
Rev. C. C. W. Duggan, rector, said that he 
had received a letter from the Archbishop 
expressing his regret at being unable to be 
present. and stating that they had every 
reason to feel proud that for the last fifty- 
one years they had had a Parochial Hall 
in Harold’s Cross. The Archbishop added 
that it was vere a | great anxiety to himself 
und other people that’ there was an absence 
of such parochial halls in the great City of 
Belfast, and that the Church was in danger 
of losing many of its members because they 
had no place where they could meet socially. 

The Rector said that the hall had been 
built through the energy of the late Mrs. 
Aston, and it stood as a very useful rnd 
happy memorial to her labours in that parish. 
The building was commen in. the year 
1882, and the first meeting was held on 
January 9th, 1883. That meeting was held 
by the Harold’s Cross Y.M.C,A., an organt- 
sation which had worked very prominently 
and long in the parish. The Rector read 
the minutes of the first meeting while all 
present rose to their feet.

ESTIMATE FOR COMING 
YEAR,

rates’? He Éan ir that last ie esti- 
mate for outdoor relief had been exceeded 
by £10,000. Since the present Government 
came into power unemployment had increased 
from 30,000 to 83,000 persons. In 1916 the 
amount of outdoor relief was £2,124, whereas 
this year it was £43,000. They should resign 
as a protest, and allow the Government to 
bear the burden of the increased unemploy- 
ment charges. 

The Chairman said that under the Unem-

HE Commissioner of the Civic Guard 

I has issued the following memorandum 

on the subject of parking :— 

“ Regarding parking places, the law, as it 
stands, only allows of persons halting vehicles 
for a time sufficient for the purpose of taking 
up or setting down passengers or goods, 

“There is no authority to specify any 
place as a parking place, and the Garda ean- 
not issue a list of parking places, because 
there is no legal authority to appoint such 
places, Such authority will not exist until 
Part IX. of the Road Traffic Act is made 
operative. 

“In Dublin, in order to arrive at a work- 

system, a list of places in which cars 
ght be parked was drawn up, and this 
list was published by the Automobile Asso- 
ciation, These were places. in which the 
Garda considered it would, in all the cireum- 
stances, be unreasonable to object to cars 
being parked. Strictly speaking, cars had no 
legal right to be left there longer than was 
hecessary to take up or deposit passengers 
goods.

Rooney, of Ballyglasson, on the. 29th 
September last. n a second count he was 
indicted for common assault. 

After an absence of fifteen minutes the 
jury brought in a verdict of guilty on the 
first count, and Ballesty was put back for 
sentence. 

Annie Rooney, a neice of the dead man, said 
that her uncle was aged seventy-three and 
single. He had spent twenty-eight years in 
America, and returned home last year and 
bought a farm of land. On the evening of 
the occurrence she went to a field near some 
relatives of hers, and saw Martin Ballesty 
and her uncle, Peter Rooney. After making 
a remark about story-carrying Ballesty struck 
her uncle a box in the face. The two men 
then got collar-holds, and fell in a gap of 
bushes,» where there was “a scuffle for: about 
ten miiftites, her uncle being over Ballesty. 
When her uncle got. up he came fairly fast 
towards her, followed by Ballesty, whose arm 
she saw raised to strike her uncle behind, 
and at the same time she heard the click of 
leather, and her uncle, who was then beside 
a plank crossing a deep drain, crashed into 
the drain. 


“LET HIM STAY THERE.” 


Her father, Patrick Rooney, and a neigh- 
bour, Thomas Ward, went to lift her uncle 
out of the drain, and she ran to a neighbour's 
house for light and help. She heard Ward 
call Ballesty to help them, but he walked on, 
saying, “ Let him stay there.” She said to 
Ballesty, ' Martin, you had ne right to do 
that anyway.” Ballesty replied, ‘‘ You are 
a bad little .’ Later her uncle was 
carried to her father’s house unconscious, 
with a large wound on his head. 

She stated that there had been unpleasant- 
ness between the Shanlys and her father and 
uncle about a well and fencing on Rooney s 
land earlier in the day, in the course of 
which a hayfork was taken from. Margaret 
Shanley and broken by her father. 

Dr. James Coyne and Dr. Charles A. 
Kenny, Ballymahon, gave evidence as to the 
injuries sustained by has, who died asa 
resnit of fracture oí the skull. 

Evidence was given by Sergeant Reilly, 
Ardagh, and Sergeant Clogher, Ardagh, the 
former stating that a large stone in the dyke 
where Rooney met his injuries bore traces 
of moss having been removed, and the latter 
of finding blood smeared leaves in the dyke. 
Sergeant Reilly said when he went to 
Ballesty’s house to arrest him Ballesty said: 
'“I suppose it is about Rooney, it was all 
his own fault,. anyway.” 


THE PRISONER'S STORY. 


Martin, Ballesty, the prisoner, denied that 
he had struck Rooney, and said that as 
Rooney went towards the plank he fell into 
the dyke. Miss Rooney was not stating 
the truth when she described the incident at 
the plank, and at the time she was not 
beside the plank as she stated, but 12 vards 
away. He also denied that he struck 
Rooney previous to that, and said that 
Rooney was on top of him during the 
struggle in the bushes, holding his legs. He 
did not hear anyone calling to him to help 
to take the old man out of the dyke, and did 
not address Miss Rooney as she described. 


FAMILY DISPUTES. 


In cross-examination he said he was 
friendly with a girl of the Shanly family 
and had heard of the trouble that had been 
between the Rooneys and Shanlys that even- 
ing in Shanly’s house. Patrick Rooney had 
a slash hook and left it, on his neck when 
he was struggling with Peter Roonev in the 
field, but he did not injure him with it. 

Thomas Ward gave corroborative evidence, 
and said that Patrick Rooney struck him 
with the handle of the hedge knife and dazed 
him when he had gone in to make peace. 

The Judge, in summing up, said that Miss 
Rooney gave her evidence fairly. She said 
she saw Ballesty’s arm raised to strike and 
heard a click as if boots had touched at the 
time her uncle fell into the dvke, but she 
would not say that she saw the blow actually 
struck, or that. she saw Ballesty trip her 
uncle. It was a sad case in which a man 
of 73, who had spent over a quarter century 
in a foreign land, had only come back to 
live and die in his native land, and he 
referred to the struggle with this old man 
by the accused man, & young man of thirty- 
three. 

Later Mr. Farrell, solicitor for Ballesty, 
submitted that the verdict was a direct 
contradiction in terms and was meaningless, 
and he asked the Judge to hold that it 
amounted to “not guilty.”’ The Judge re- 
fused to do so, and Mr. Farrell asked that 
the prisoner be allowed bail pending appeal 
to the Court of Criminal Appeal. ; 

Thé Judge said he would deal with it later.

REPAIR OF 
COTTAGES, 


MARY BOROUGH, Wednesday. 
M J. P. GERAGHTY, Local Govern- 


ment Inspector, to-day opened an 

ihquiry at the office of the Board of 
Health at Abbeyleix into the performance of 
their duties by the Leix Board of Health and 
Public Assistance. The inquiry is likely to” 
last for several days. 

Mr. O'Connell Fitzsimon, solicitor, Abbey- 
leix, appeared for the Board of ‘Health in 
respect of the Abbeyleix Rural District area ; 
Mr. W..J. Dwyer, solicitor, Roserea, for the 
Board in respect of Roscrea No. 3 Rural Dis- 
trict; Mr. W. T. White, solicitor, Abbeyleix, 
for the Board in respect of the Mountmellick 
and Athy No. 2 Rural Districts, and Mr. 
White stated that Mr. J. J. Duggan, 
solicitor, Carlow, would be present to appear 
for the Board in respect of Slievemargy 
Rural District, and that Mr, T. Byrne, 
solicitor, Maryboro’, would appear for the 
Board of Public Assistance. Mr. M, J. 
Deignan. solicitor, Rathdowney, appeared 
for Mr, William Davin, T.D., who, he said, 
had been authorised to appear for a number 
of ratepayers, including Mr. Thomas Tynan, 
ex-chairman of the Board of Health; Mr. J. 
J. Nash, solicitor, Templemore, appeared for 
Mr. Reilly, Secretary of the Board of Health, 
and the secretarial staff atid he said that he 
held a watching brief also for Mr. Eamonn 
Donnelly, T.D., and a number of ratepayers ; 
Mr. A. Rolleston, solicitor, Portlaoighise, 
appéared for the County Surveyor. and his 
staff; Mr. Featherstonnaugh, solicitor, Mount- 
mellick, appeared for Mr. T. Territt, chair- 
man of the Board of Health. 

Mr. Nash said, in reply to the Inspector, 
that the Secretary of the Board of Health 
was not present, as he was seriously ill, 

Dr. Thomas Gray, Ballinakill, said that he 
had been Mr. Reilly’s medical attendant for 
a number of years. Mr. Reilly was at pre- 
sent suffering from heart attacks and nervous 
breakdown, and he was in a dazéd condition, 
being the result of overstrain and working 
aga Bing and was not at present capable of 
giving instructions to a soflcitor for dealing 
with this case in any way. 


DIRECT LABOUR. 


It was agreed to take Mr. Reilly's evidence 
at a later stage, and, if necessary, to ad- 
journ the inquiry for a period of two months. 

Miss Margaret O'Gorman, assistant secre- 
tary, now acting secretary to the Board of 
Health: Mr. Michael Deegan, clerk, and Mr. 
James McCall, clerk, gave formal. evidence 
as to the duties of the various officers of the 
Board. 

Mr. McCall gave evidence regarding 
housing schemes being carried out by direct 
labour at Rathdowney and Mountrath, Mr. 
Gerald Hurley, he said, was appointed Clerk 
of Works to the Rathdowney scheme on 
August 22, and the first payment on the 
work was made on September 2. Witness did 
not know in what manner the men on the job 
were paid, or whether the Secretary took the 
money out there himself. The Secretary was 
advanced £600 petty cash to pay the wages. 

Mr. Davin asked if Mr. Hurley was acting 
as clerk of works on the Ballinakill water- 
works scheme at the time he was appointed 
for Rathdowney. Witness replied that Hurley 
was paid in respect of the Ballinakill scheme 


from December 1, 1932) to December 6, 1933. 
WHY CHAIRMAN RESIGNED. 


Thomas Tynan, Ballybrittas, said that he 
was Chairman/’of the Board of Health until 
June of last year, when he voluntarily re- 
signed from membership, because he could 
not get a sworn inquiry into the repairs of 
labourers’ cottages. He had conie to the 
conclusion that they were gétting very bad 
service for the ratepayers’ money. The Board 
made regulations regarding the carrying out 
of works under direct labour schemes which 
were not carried out. The Board asked for 
reports from the engineer, and could not get 
them. One of the regulations was that a 
monthly report as to the progress of work 
on cottages should be supplied by the County 
Surveyor. The report usually received by the 
Board was that. ‘‘ work was. progressing satis~ 
factorily.’’ After a while they saw that they 
were getting no real reports. He was satis- 
fied from personal inspection that the plans 
and specifications were not carried out, and 
he had made several complaints to that 
effect. 

In reply to Mr. Rolleston, witness said 
that he did not give any of the reasons now 
given in his letter of resignation. In that 
letter he stated that he could not carry on 


‘the work owing to pressure of his own busi- 


ness. 

Have. you any qualifications to carry out 
the inspections you referred to? 

I have qualifications and brains enough to 
know if a new floor is not in a cottage that 
it should be in. 


REMARKABLE EVIDENCE. 


Ed. Brennan, Morette, said that. no tiles 
were put in the floor of his cottage; nor sills 
put in his windows. 

Patrick Dooley, Morette, said that no plas- 
tering whatever had been done on his house. 

Thomas Kearney, Ballybrittas, said that no 
new concrete floor had been put in his 
kitchen, but it had been patched at the 
hearth. 

Ed. Leahy, Emo Park, Portarlington, said 
that no porch had been built to his house. 

Mr. Tynan, recalled, said that ail these 
works had been estimated ‘for, plans and 
specifications drawn up, and payment made. 
For the Morette group of 15 cottages the 
engineer reported that 11 needed repairs, the 
cost of which he estimated at £57 17s, 6d. 
The actual expenditure was £76 6s. 5d. 

John McArdle, Ballylehane, said that his 
cottage was built for thirty years, but no 
repairs were ever carried out. A man was 
sent some five years ago to repair the cottage 
and took out the windows, looked at them, 
and put them back. He took down the eve 
chutes, painted them and left-them in a shed, 
and they were not put up again until the 
summer of 1932. He had asked Mr. Holey, 
assistant engineer, to visit the cottage, and 
he said that he had not time. He had given 
a letter to Mr. Fleming, a-County Couneilior, 
complaining about the house. 

Mr. James Fleming, County Councillor, said 
that he got the letter which complained about 
the cottage, but, not being a member of the 
Board of Health, he did not think he could 
do anything about it, and the matter went no 
further. 


NO REPAIRS FOR 20 YEARS, 


Patrick Guilfoyle, Ballytarsna, complained 
that his house had not heen repaired «for 
twenty years. The slates were off and the rain 
coming down in the kitchen. He had written 
to Mr. Reilly, secretary of the Board, about 
the matter, but nothing was done until two 
vears after, when some painting was carried 
out, 

Mr. Tynan, again recalled, said that it was 
mandatory on the engineer ‘to see that work 
was properly done before any payment was 
made for it. In thé ease of the cottage of 
James Walsh, Morette, £8 was to be spent 
on repairing gables, sills and room door. The 
sills were not put in and the room door was 
not repaired. Witness gave details of other 
cottage groups in which works had been esti- 
mated for and money spent, sometimes in 
exceas of the estimate, and, in witness á 
opinion, the work had not been done.

If their 
Association had been in existence, such a 
huge sum would not have been voted away 
so easily. They had put certain questions to 
the directors and head officials, but they had 
the habit of eyading or giving an evasive 
answer, which was most unsatisfactory, They 
pointed out that the numbers and salaries of 
the higher-graded staffs had not been reduced 
in keeping with the numbers and wages of 
workmen, and more particularly in keeping 
with the declining receipts of the company. 
To, put it bluntly, they pointed out to the 
directors that there was very little call for 
more than fifty pet cent. of the higher. 
graded staff at present in their, employment. 
that there was not sufficient work, and that

Vagrant Children. 


England's gypsy school—the only one— 
“has closed its doors, but not until its work 
had ceased to be necessary. Many genera- 
tions of gypsies have exercised a kind of 
‘“ squatters’ right” at Hurtwood Hill, 
between Dorking and Guilford, They have 
lived in caravans, and their children 
have ‘just growed,” acquiring only the 
Romany arts of woodcraft. Eight years 
ago the Surrey Education Committee, 
troubled in its conscience about the 
gypsy children, established a school for 
them—a portable structure of wood and 
iron which could be moved from place to 
place. Gypsies are shy folk, but soon the 
Hurtwood gypsies, having satisfied them- 
selves that the offer was friendly, began 
to send their children to the little school. 
It started with forty pupils, of whom 
only four could read or write; but they 
were not dull-witted, and their courses 
in reading, writing and arithmetic were 
varied with lessons in basket-making, 
woodwork and gardening. The school, 
indeed, was a notable success, but now 
the encampment at Hurtwood Hill is 
being abandoned. Some of the gypsies 
have gone to pastures new; others have 
moved into corrugated iron bungalows at 
East Walton, where, no doubt, their 
children will attend the local school. The 
problem of vagrant children presents 
peculiar difficulties to the social reformer, 
and we wonder sometimes how the souls 
and minds of such children fare in 
Ireland; Here we seem to have two classes 
of those people whom we call ‘‘ tinkers.”’ 
There are those whose encampment—a 
caravan or two, a few ponies and goats 
and a following of thin dogs—seems to be 
fairly stationary throughout the year; 
and there are others who are in constant 
movement from townland to townland. 
We suppose that the more or less 
stationary children are required to attend 
local schools; but what happens to the 
ragged horde of tinkers’ children—there 


counties—-who are always on the march? 
Does the State do nothing at all for 
them; can it do anything? Are they 


doomed to life-long ignorance of reading, 
of religious teaching, of a reputable 
trade? Must they end as they have 
begun—Ishmaels of the roadside? 


Fashions for Soldiers, 


What the soldier said in a certain 
classic affair was not evidence, but there 
are other matters in which it is the only 
evidence that counts. Some months 
ago the War Office decided to experi- 
ment with a new service uniform for 
the British private soldier. A number of 
‘‘Tommies’’ were selected as mannequins, 
and wore the new uniform—whose main 
features are a loosely fitting tunic and a 
hat of the ‘‘ deerstalker '” type—during 
last year's maneuvres, It seems that the 
War Office has not contrived to reach a 
general conclusion on the suitability of the 
change, Some of the soldiers who wore the 
uniform like it; 
tensely. One complaint is that it looks 
untidy, but the authorities held 
that convenience, rather than smart- 
ness, is the prime need of a service 
uniform; and the change is distinetly for 
the better in the matters of comfort, 
hygiene and freedom of movement. They 
will continue the experiment during this 
year’s manceuvres, and hope to have 
reached a decision by the end of the year. 
Many months have passed since the Free 
State Army authorities, realising the dis- 
advantages of dark green, began to ponder 
the problem of a new colour for the private 
soldier’s attire. A lighter shade has been 
approved provisionally, and will be put to 
a full trial on the new Volunteer Reserve. 
If it satisfies the authorities, it will be 
adopted gradually for the use of the regular 
troops. Knowing, however, the habits of 
military departments, we fancy that a long 
time will elapse before the now familiar 
dark green has disappeared.

“GOVERNMENT'S MORAL 
RESPONSIBILITY.”

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


In a special message to Congress, President 
Roosevelt to-day proposed the amendment of 
the Emergency Farm Credit Act to enable 
the Government to guarantee the principal of 
a 2,000.000,000 dollars (£400.000.000) bond 
issue for re-financing farm mortgages, the in- 
terest on which has already been guaranteed. 

In his message, the President informed the 
Senate and the House of Representatives that 
he was convinced that the Government had a 
moral responsibility to guarantee the bonds, 
He pointed out that the action that he re- 
commended would put the bonds on @ level 
with Treasury securities, 

“It is true,” he continued, “ thai 
technically the responsibilities of the Govern- 
ment would be increased by 2.000,000,000 
dollars, but it seems in every way right that 
we should thus publicly acknowledge what 
amounts already to a moral obligation, In 
any event, the securities to be offered are 
backed not only by Government credit, but 
by physical property of a very definite 
value.” 

Democratic leaders do not doubt that the 
necessary legislation will be passed.

KNIGHT WHO REJECTED IT.

The will says: On the 29th day of March, 
1924, I was informed by the authorities of 
Trinity College, Dublin, in which as 
holder of a Master’s Degree I had a vote 
for the Irish Free State Parliament, that 
my domicile was a South of Ireland or 
Free State domicile. 

I hereby declare that, objecting to the 
Irish Free State citizenship and domicile, 
into which under the Irish Constitution 
of the 6th December, 1922, I had been 
thrust against my will, and, moreover, 
having on the 29th March, 1924, registered 
in the Jersey Coyrt my purchase of the 
Jersey estate on which I have ever since 
resided, I abandoned definitely the said 
Irish domicile and adopted a Jersey 
domicile. 
. Sir Francis, who left estate in England 
valued at £9.033, gave, with 
bequests, £1,000 to Trinity College, 
Dublin.

Sunday Cinemas.

The Machine. 


Complaints have been made by the 
workers in the Civil Service” that 
mechanisation has been carried to such 
lencths as to affect their health and 
efficiency—particularly among the women 
The Treasury has decided to make an 
inquiry into the matter, and has called 
the establishment officers of all the de 
partments into conference to review thie 
problem. The chief cause of the trouble 
is the monotony of the work, and, with 
a view to relieving the nervous and 
physical strain caused by this mouotony, 
‘pauses for rest and rotation of duties are 
demanded. Bad lighting and heating, noise 
and unsuitable tables and chairs are al! 
subjects of complaint. The women ask 
for removal from machine operations aiter 
a certain period, fixation of standards of 
Í output, a new system of discipline and 
supervision suitable for workers engaged 
on monotonous work for long periods, 
with improved accommodation and equip 
ment. The complaint has been received 
with sympathy by the Treasury officials, 
and there is hope that conditions may 
become easier. Similar complaints are 
heard from many of the big business 
centres in the Citv of London, and it 1s 

ssible that anv lead given by the 
Treasury will be followed elsewhere.

1925, when, under the late Government, 
the amount was doubled, the grant in the 
year 1926 being £1,198,022. 

In the year 1931-52 the grant wag in- 
ereased by three-quarters of a million 
pounds, bringing the sum up to £1,948,022.

| still further increased by the amount of

THE CIRCULAR, 


The Department of Local Government 
has now informed the county councils of 
the method of distribution of this grant.

previous years, The system now adopted 
will give preference to farmers who employ 
the most labour. Details are set out in 
the following circular, which has now been 
sent to the various councils by Mr. FE. P. 
McCarron, Secretary of the Depart- 
ment :— 

“I am directed by the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health to 
inform you that the grants to be provided 
for the relief of rates on agricultural land 
in the financial year ending 31st March, 
1935, will amount to £1,750,000.

T is confirmed here that the German 

Government have asked for further 
enlightenment on certain aspects of the 
proposals contained in the French aide- 
mémotre on disarmament, recently pre- 
sented in Berlin by M. Francois-Poncet, 
the French Ambassador. 

There is a tendency in some quarters 
to regard these inquiries as a method of 
gaining time, but in responsible circles it 
is recognised that certain parts of the 
document may require a a explana- 
tion, and that the request is, therefore, 
reasonable. — 

Although the terms of the aide-mémoire 
itself have still to be published, it is now 
‘possible to give a fair summary of its 
principal features. 

The proposals as a whole, aim at bring- 
ing about equality within a system of 
security based upon a convention pro- 
viding for effective control, and upheld by 
the collective guarantee of all the con- 
tracting parties; and they are designed 
to secure equality by ultimate general 
European disarmament on land and in 
the air to the German level, not by the 
upward revision of German armaments. 


| With the exception of one feature, the 


proposals are virtually identical with 
those which were accepted by France at 
Geneva, but which never received full 
publicity owing to the breakdown caused 
by the German withdrawals. 


SHORT-SERVICE ARMIES.

HID ACCOMPLICES 
TO THE END. 


THOSE ACQUITTED STILL 
IN. SUSPENSE. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
LEIPZIG, Wednesday. 


AN DER LUBBE, the young Dutch- 
man who was found seid of setting 

fire to the Reichstag on February 27th last 
year, was given the honour—according to 
the Nazis—of execution on the guillotine 
instead of the gallows, at 7.30 this morn- 


ing. : 

At the Nazi headquarters it was ex- 
plained that Van der Lubbe was 
guillotined instead of hanged because, 
- while hanging is an ignominious penalty 
reserved for traitors and such like, Lubbe 
committed his crime out of conviction. 

‘It was pointed out that decapitation 
should not be interpreted as a milder form 
of execution than hanging. 

With the death of Van der Lubbe all 
prospect of ascertaining the truth about 
the Reichstag fire appears to have 
vanished ; ‘for he maintatned his silence 
to the end, and died without betraying 
any of the accomplices which the trial 
revealed that he must have had.’ 


THE BULGARIANS. 


The future of Dimitroff is still in the 
balance, and two or three days will 
probably elapse . before the German 
Government decides what to do with the 
three Bulgarians acquitted in the 
Reichstag fire trial. Torgler is being held 
for trial on a fresh treason charge. 

Meanwhile, Poland has indicated to the 
Soviet Government her willingness to give 
the Bulgarians a transit visa should 
Germany decide to transport them to 
Russia. 

The German Press, on instructions, has 
only published the official announcement 
of the execution of Van der Lubbe, and 
has no comment to make on it. 

Late last night Van der Lubbe was in- 
formed by Dr. Werner, the Reich 
Prosecutor, that President von Hinden- 
burg declined to make use of his privilege 
to pardon him, and that the execution 
would take place this morning. 


PUBLIC NOT TOLD. 


' The guillotine was erected during the 
night by the executioner and his attendant 
in the prison yard of the Leipzig District 
Court. 

At 7.25 the feeble peals of the prison 
bells announced to the outer world that + 
man was paying the penalty for his crime. 
Nobody, however, knew that this man was 
Van der Lubbe.. There was no indication 
yesterday that President von Hinderbury 
had declined to pardon him. 

At six o'clock this morning a warder 
had entered Lubbe’s cell, and told him 
that his last hour had come, Lubbe did not 
say a word.

In the courtyard were the State Prose- 
cutor, Dr. Werner; the Assistant Prose- 
cutor, Dr. Parrisius; the President of the 
Supreme Court, Dr. Buenger, and three of 
the Supreme Court judges, twelve Coun- 
cillors of the State of Leipzig, the District 
Governor, a doctor, and a clegyman—in 
accordance with the law. 


NO SIGN OF EMOTION, 


Without' showing any signs of emotion, 
Lubbe, with head down, listened to the 
death sentence being again read by Dr. 
Buenger. The Dutchman shook his head 
when asked whether.he wanted to make a 
statement. 

When Dr. Werner said, ‘‘ And now I 
hand you to the executioner,”’ the latter— 
Engelhardt, of Magdeburg, clad in evening 
dress and wearing white gloves—led the 
prisoner to the scaffold. Before the clergy- 
man had finished his prayers the execu- 
tioner had announced, ‘‘ Justice has been 
done.’’ 

Yesterday evening Lubbe was examined 
as to his sanity, and was pronounced sane. 


HOLLAND INDIGNANT, 


Reuter’s correspondent at The Hague is 
officially informed that the Dutch Govern- 
ment is ' very disappointed ” at the 
execution of Van der Lubbe. It is stated 
that the Government had done all possible 
to have the death sentence commuted to 
life imprisonment. The news of the 
execution made a deep impression. In 
Government and Parliamentary circles, 
especially, surprise was felt at the rapid 
action of the German Government. 

It was generally believed that Van der 
Lubbe’s sentence would be commuted’ to 
life imprisonment, and in view of the fact 
that Van der Lubbe was believed to be no 
longer of sound mind, his execution was 
considered unthinkable on these grounds. 

It is not expected that the Dutch 
Government will protest against the execu- 
tion after the formal steps already taken. 

Among Radical Parliamentary groups 
the execution has aroused great. indigna- 
tion, as also among the population. Only 
Dutch Nazi and Fascist groups approve 


the death sentence.

A SUM OF £108,606 
OUTSTANDING.

CLONMEL, Wednesday. 
A SPECIAL meeting of the South 
Tipperary County Council was 

held in Clonmel to-day to deal with the 
embarrassed financial conditions of the 
Council, owing to the difficulty in collect- 
ing the rates. | 

A letter had been receivéd from the 
Council’s Treasurer asking that no pay 
orders be issued that would further in- 
crease the overdraft, pending a lodgment 
of funds. | 
. The Chairman (Mr. P. Ryan) said that 
the Council had the Minister's sanction 
to an overdraft of £90,000, and only 
£60,000 of it had been drawn, and ex- 
pressed surprise that the balance would 
not be advanted. ' As to the state of rates 
collected the total amount of warrant was 
£142,868, and only £34,162 had been 
collected, leaving £108,606 outstanding. 
Last year the total amount of the warrant 
was £91,964, and at the same period last 
year £47,306 had been collected. | 

It would have been time enough for the 
bank to stop payment when the Council 
had gone to the end of the £90,000. Every 
County Council in the Free State had an 
overdraft, or was looking for an overdraft. 


THREAT TO SOCIETY. 

Mr. Morris said that their position arose 
from a combination of circumstances that 
had been going on for the last twelve 
months, which resulted in the backward 
state of the rate collection, and bank 
directors were becoming panicky.

REMOVING BALKAN 
WAR FEARS, 
—— 


THIS WEEK'S TALKS 
IN LONDON. 

The task of removing Balkan war 
dangers is expected to be carried a stage 
further this week by M. Maximos, Greek 
Foreign Minister, and Foreign C-.ice 
officials in London. 

The forthcoming conversations are the 
outcome of a series of visits to Paris, 
Zagreb and Rome by M. Maximos, who 
discussed in these centres the formation of 
a single pact of friendship and _ non- 
aggression to embrace all the Balkan 
States. 

The basis of this Balkan pact (says 
Reuter’s Rome Correspondent) would he 
the recognition of the status quo in the 
Balkans, and the renunciation of war as a 
means of settling disputes, or rectifying 
frontiers, between the parties. 

‘Tf a Balkan pact is fxrmed, as now 
seems certain,’’ writes the Giornale 
d'Italia, an authoritative Rome news- 
paper, the editor of which is frequently 
the mouthpiece of Signor Mussolini, “its 
aims will be to assure the rights of all 
Balkan nations against eventual, sub- 
versive or domineering tendencies from 
any party. It will be welcomed in Italy 
as a useful complement to the system of 
Mediterranean pacts already negotiated. 
We hope that Greece will recognise the 
essential role which is played by Bulgaria 
in the peace and equilibrium of the 
Balkans, and the difficult internal and 
external conditions which weigh on this 
unhappy country.”

EXTRA TAXES ON IMPORTS

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 
An Amendment to the Liquor Tax Bull, 


from countries which are in arrears with 
their War debts payments, was adopted 
by the Senate to-day by the narrow vote 
of 40 to 39. 

The amendment fixes a tax of three 
dollars a gallon for wines, and five 
dollars a gallon for liquors, over and 
above the tariffs on the imports of 
nations who are wholly or partly in de- 
fault in their War debts payments. 

The Senate afterwards passed the 
Liquor Tax. Bill, and returned it to the 
House of Representatives. 

Administration leaders contend that, 
while they sympathise with the proposal, 
it had no place in the Liquor Bill, and 
should have been considered separately. 
The House of Representatives must now 
decide on its attitude to the amendment.

O’Sullivan}—are you in favour of. driving an 
unfortunate farmer’s cattle when we all know 
that a great many oí the farmers are, not able 
to pay their rates? 

Mr. O’Sullivan—I would be in favour of 
making pay people who can pay. 

Mr. Fogarty, T.D.—In every other county, 
but in South Tipperary, people are paying 
their rates. The purpose behind this “no 
rate” campaign is to oust the present Govern- 
ment, 

The Chairman—Rates are now treble that 
they were a few years ago. Unfortunate 
farmers cannot be expected to pay such high 
rates in such bad times. 

Mr. O'Sullivan proposed :—‘ That vouchers 
be issued by Home Assistance officers to re- 
cipients for home help for last week and this 
week, and until next meeting, if the County 
Council does not provide the necessary funds 
in the meantime. We request the Minister for 
Local Government to state if payment to re- 
cipients of home assistance can be made retro- 
spective in respect of period that Board of 
Health had no funds to pay home assistance.’ 
The Mayor of Clonmel seconded, and the 
resolution was passed unanimously.

A PIONEER IN 


EDUCATION.

‘DR. MONTESSORI. IN 
DUBLIN. 


Dr. Maria Montessori, of Italy, who is one 


of the most interesting and powerful per- 
sonalities, in education a fi has arrived in 
the Irish Free State. o-day she is to 
address eighty ‘teachers from all over the 
country at the Dominican Convent, . Black- 
rock. . These teachers have for some time 
been atténding lectures by an exponent of the 
Montessori. system in education, The final 
lectures are to be given by the originator 
of that system hetself, who will then pro- 
mn to examinations and the award of 
diplomas. 

r. Montessori is accompanied on this, her 
second visit to Ireland (the first having been 
in 1920, when Dr. Montessori went to Water- 
ford) by her son, Mr. Mario Montessori, who 
is General Director of the Montessori Inter- 
national Society. — This Society is responsible 
for promulgating Dr, Montessori’s_prin- 
ciples throughout the world. Through 
its activities a new way of learning 
has been introduced and accepted in most 


countries of the world. Many Governments 


have remodelled their education services in 
accordance with the Montessori teachings ; 
natives’ of Central Africa learn from teachers 
trained at the Montessori international 
classes, and so also do Eskimos. In Govern- 
ment schoels all over England the system is 
applied ET gul 

An Jtish’ Times reporter Jásb tight inter- 
viewed Mr, Montessori, who is staying, with 
Dr. Montessori, at the Royal Marine Hotel, 
Dun Laoghaire. 

“ Experienced teachers,’ said Mr, Montes- 
sori, “will say that the Montessori system is 
humbug—until they see it, The opposition 
to dur methods invariably comes from people 
not conversant. with them.’ 

‘*My mother is. a doctor of medicine, of 
psychology, and ‘of natural history. She 
eyolved the principles of her system in Italy 
in 1906. Under her care for some time had 
been a number of slum children, whose wel- 
fare was being attended by some society 
ladies. These society people asked my 
mother to look after the children medically, 
and also to educate them. They provided toys 
for the children to assist in the education, 

““ After a while my mother found that the 
children preferred learning to playing with 
the toys, if they were treated in a certain 
way. She gave them small handicrafts to 
engage their hands and minds; this satisfied 
them far more than the toys 

‘Usually in schools the children have to 
listen to teachers and learn from what is said. 
in the Montessori system that has been per- 
fected from the beginning of which I have 
spoken; the children are given some kind of 
material to work with. They work 
as if they’ were in’ & | labdtatory, 
and they learn from thir own 
investigations with’ the material. ‘They dis- 
cover everything for themselves. 


T HE KEEPING.OF ORDER. 

*“So successfully’ can this systém be fol- 
lowed that at! eight and “ten; years children 
have learned algebra, science and other such 
suhjects. We apply the principle from the 
day they come into school until they leave for 
the university, Teachers simply cannot be- 
lieve the results until. they have seen them. 
The question is asked, too: ‘How do you 
keep order in a Montessori ‘school ? 

‘* Discipline in an ordinary school is based 
on the rule that the children must listen to a 
teacher. Wee get...order by. getting the 
children’s interest. A man plays football 
well, for instance, because. he ay it; a child 
learns well if she likes the way of learning. 

“There are certain ‘sensitive ’ periods in 
a child’s growth. We take advantage of 
those. A grownup 
cult to learn foreign languages. If you brin

GETTING READY FOR | 
DAIRY COWS. 


THE HATCH.

IMMEDIATE PREPARATIONS. 


For. several years surveys of the wastage 
among dairy cows have been going on in 


Hammond, School of Agriculture, Cambridge, | other 
dealt with the matter, and stated that the 
figures given were taken from a survey of 
the Cambridge district by H. G. Sanders, 
but that the other surveys showed much the 
same results, 

The ‘‘ wastage,’’ he said, is at the rate of 
28 per cent., or approximately one cow in 
four is lost from the herd each year; this 
gives a herd life for the average cow of 
three and a half years. The figures after» 
each cause show the number (per 100 cows 
leaving the herds) which go out for the 
i reason stated, and so indicate the relative 
importance of each factor. 

‘Twenty per cent of the ‘‘ wastage,’’ so 
called, occurs in the ordinary course of busi- 
ness. 


Those who are the fortunate possessors of 
‘slocking’’ hens should make the most of 
the opportunity and set them to hatch in 
comfortable quarters. Provide them with 
nests in clean boxes in a ES cosy house, 
and let them sit on a few dummy eggs for a 
day or two to ensure that they are genuine 
broodies. ‘Take the necessary precautions to 
protect the eggs when the hen is off the nest 
each day by laying a piece of flannel over 
the eggs to prevent chilling. Also see that 
the hen. is given no more eggs than she can 
easily cover. A hen that. might safely be 
given twelve eggs in spring will have suff- 
cient in nine oy ten at this season. - The 
natural method of hatchiag may be the most 
satisfactory at this time of year; but, of 
coursé, it is out of the question for the 
progressive poultry-keeper. And, in any case, 
one always has to depend on the vagaries of 
broodies, Therefore, anyone who counts on 
getting out a fair amount of chicks within 
the next. month must be prepared to hatch 
by artificial means.

Preparing the Equipment. 

In order to ensure that things will run 
smoothly during the hatch, the equipment 
should be put into proper working condition 
well in advance. Get at it right away, and 
see what parts of the incubator and brooders

The Lamp. 

Much of the success of the hatch depends 
on the proper functioning of the lamp. The 
wick should be quite dry and clean, and 
should -fit the burner perfectly. It is well to 
note that a short piece of wick, sufficient to 
last about one month, is far preferable to a 
long piece calculated to do for the season. 
The latter quickly becomes clogged, and 
causes the lamp to smoke, too often with 
fatal consequences to the hatch. The dailv 
eare of the lamp includes the trimming of 
the. wick to ensure that a clear, even flame 
will be maintained.

Keep the machine at least about a foot away 
from the wall, so as to permit of free circula- 
tion of air.

Remember that the first three days of the 
hatch are the most important, since the tiny 
embryo is yery susceptible to sudden changes 
in temperature. If the eggs should by any 
accident become chilled at this early stage, it 
is more than likely that the hatch will be 
a failure. Similarly, should there be a sudden 
jump of temperature in the early stages, the 
eggs may become “addled,’’ 

Many important details must be perfectly 
attended to if one can hope for the maximum 
success in artificial incubation.
